The FTl6 budget is in

Twn CohiUvs«>t HighSchixiI 
juniors, (irarr (iaumor and 
Maya Placek. rtvrntly won a 
third place award at South 
Shore Science Fair held at 
Bndgewater State Univer- 
sity. Their next .step is the 
Massachusetts State Sci- 
ence Fair held at MIT in 
early Mas. 

The Marjot Foundation 
funded their project, a field 
study on lobster viability, 
rhe foundation awards 
grants to New England 
High school students to 
bind environmental science 
projects. 

The high lobster mortal- 
ity rates in Cob;i.s.set Harbor 
have long been a concern 
for our fishermen. Lob- 
sters perish in our harbor 
at a far greater rate while 
being stored for sale. They 
are very sensitive to changes 
in temperature and salin- 
ity. The girls worked on the 
project all summer.

Through the use of data 
loggers, flotation equip- 
ment and lobsters they 
found that by storing the 
lobsters at a greater depth, 
thereby increasing salinity 
and lowenng temperatures 
it could increa.se the lobster- 
men’s yield. 

Their mentor on the proj- 
ect was Dr. .-Vnii Thomae. 
chemistry teacher extraor- 
dinaire at Cohasset High 


School. Jack Buckles social 
studies teacher at CMHS 
and rower and voluntet*r at 
Cohasset Marituue Insti- 
tute helped all along the 
way. ColuLsset Harbormas- 
ter Lorrie Gibbons ga\e 
the girls rides out to their 
traps sprinkled throughout 
the inner and outer harbor. 
Hopefully their data can 
help the fishermen in 
Cohasset.

The CohasNct Veterans 
Memorial Committee vvant-s 
to improve upon the town's 
tribute to Marine First Ijeu- 
tenant Dennis J. Reardon, 
who died m ptfiP at age 24 
while serving in the Viet- 
nam War. by upgrading the 
meinorial scpiare that the 
town dedicated decades ago. 

“'llie eiirreiit setting Ls not 
fitting for a memorial." the 
committee's chair. Glenn 
Pratt, said in an application 
for Community Preserva- 
tion .Act (CP.A) funds, which 
require approval by the 
town's Community Pre-serva- 
tion Committee (CPC) and, 
ultimately. Town Meeting. 

Pratt first came before 
the CPC bust fall, originally 
seeking $2.'j,f)()0 for the 
project, which would involve 
building a grtinitc retaining 
wall that would match the 
granite used at the veteran's 
memorial park on the harlxjr 
(across from the Cohasset 
Harbor Inn). 

"The current Irx'ation [ at ) 
Elm Street and Highland 
Avenue is difficult to main- 
tain hillside," Pratt explained 
in his CPC application. “We 
plan to build a retaining 
wall and reshape the area ,so 
we can better maintain the 
memorial."

Yes, anyone ran go to a 
courthou.se and request 
court records, but that 
would rccpiire knowing 
in advance that .someone 
has been arrested and 
having other other perti- 
nent information. While 
it's also true that anyone 
can challenge in cuurt 
the denial of a public 
record request, it can cost 
thousands of dollars and 
take years for a challenge 
to wind its way through 
the system. 

We've all encountered 
the steady, insidious ero- 
sion of public access to 
information. The passage 
last year by the .Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature 
of a bill that keeps the 
names of anyone arrested 
for domestic violence off 
of police logs is a seri- 
ous threat to our justice 
system. 

I lowever, Galvan’s deci- 
sion is extraordinary by 
any measure in wavs that 
far exceed that. 

We're making this coor- 
dinated media stand in 
opposition to the secre- 
tary of slate’s ruling not 
simply as news organiza- 
tions, but as citizens of 
Massachusetts. And we 
ask you to join us. 

In honor of Sunshine 
Week, a national effort 
to draw attention to the 
importance of open gov- 
ernment and freedom of 
information, please write 
us vour letter. Demand 
that public criminal 
records be kept public 
and we’ll present your 
views to Gov. Charlie 
Baker and Attorney Gen- 
eral Maura Healey.

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Break with tradition 


S pring arrives this 

week, but most of us 
are still reeling from 
the wild winter we just 
went through. 

Snow days piled up along 
with a record amount of 
the white stuff, wreaking 
havoc on school calendars. 
School districts throughout 
tlie Commonwealth are 
scrambling to make up for 
all the cancellations and 
closures in February and 
get in the required 180 days 
by June 30. 

Some schools are worse 
off than others when 
it comes to days lost to 
winter’s WTath. Weymouth 
students mis.sed more 
than 10 days due to snow- 
covered roads, parking lots 
and ixxifs. And that was in 
addition to the five days off 
students had for February 
vacation. That’s 15 days 
(more than half) of what 
is already an abbreviated 
month. 

Districts that didn’t start 
school before Labor Day or 
no longer build any snow 
days into the calendar find 
themselves in a serious 
bind and desperately seek- 
ing ways to niake up the 
time. 

Plymouth is one of many 
school districts that will be 


in session on Good Friday; 
others are holding cla.sses 
on Saturdays this spring. 
Braintree applied but was 
turned down for a waiver 
from the state for the 180- 
school day requirement. 

All of these are 
short-term fixes to an 
unpredictable problem - 
the weather. 

Few, if any of us (meteo- 
rologists included), could 
have anticipated the sever- 
ity of this winter season. 
And there’s no way to be 
sure it won’t happen again 
nejct year, or the year after. 
Maybe it won’t be blizzards 
burying us under feet of 
snow; perhaps it will be a 
tropic^ storm or another 
Atlantic hurricane - like 
Sandy - knocking out 
power and closing schools. 

An obvious answer to the 
problem, giving every dis- 
trict a fa-st five days to work 
with, lies in the current 
public school calendar. 

It’s time — actually, 
weU past time — to ditch 
one of the two, weeklong 
vacations scheduled every 
February and April. 

Peculiar to New England, 
the traditional February 
and April vacations are 
excessive and impractical, 
particularly in a region that

Trees can be a tall issue 


question in the case of 
Bassin v. Fairley. Ultimately, 
Judge Sands came to the 
conclusion that, in such a 
circumstance, conferring a 
“definite right of self help” 
upon either owner could 
allow one to cut or remove 
vital parts of the tree and, 
in effect, enable them to 
deprive the neighboring 
property owner of their 
“lialf" of the tree. It was ulti- 
mately decided, therefore, 
that both property owners 
hold title to a portion of 
such a boundiuy-straddling 
tree, and neither party could 
take any action that would 
injiue the treeas a whole. 

So, if you are looking to 
make a few landscaping 
changes this Spring ly cut- 
ting down a few branches 
or trees, you'd be wise to 
first clearly establish your 
property lines before yell- 
ing “'fimber!”

deeded “view easements," 
only the owner of the kuid 
on which a tree “stands 
wholly" may trim or cut any 
portion of tliat tree. 

In facL tlie willful trespass 
onto a neighbor's proj>- 
erty to cut down trees is 
statutorily penalized, by

Local author pens biography

set journalist and author 
Paul Katzeff has a new Ixxik 
out - "Marvin Gilmore: 
Crusader for Freedom" - 
and it's grabbing attention. 

Saturday, March 21, at 
7:.30 p.m., Katzeff will be 
on “The Literati Scene," a 
book-di.scu.ssion show that 
airs on nearly 20 cable 
systems in eastern Massa- 
chusetts. The show re-airs 
Sunday at 9:30 a.m. 

This will come on the 
heels of his appearance last 
week on WCVB-TV's popu- 
lar "Chronicle." 

Katzeff has al.so been hit- 
ting bookstores, reading 
from his book and signing 
autographs. 

Katzeff's book is the 
biography of Gilmore, a 
90-year-old Cambridge 
resident, who rose from a 
modest start as the grand- 
son of shaves to a being a 
serial entrepreneur who 
achieved the American 
Uream. 

Along the way, Gilmore 
became a decorated war 
hero, first African-Ameri- 
can in New England to win 
F'rance's prestigious Legion

of Honor decoration, and 
civil-rights activist. He is 
a civic leader who played a 
key role in ea-sing Greater 
Boston's racial tensions. He 
is probably best known as 
the operator of the Western 
F'ront, a popular music club 
in Cambridge. 

On “The Literati Scene," 
Katzeff will describe why 
it took four years to write 
Gilmore's life story. Gilm- 
ore told “Chronicle," “The 
remarkable thing is that 
Paul was able to get inside 
my head and tell this story 
through my eyes, the eyes of 
an African-American. That 
was no easy thing." 

The recurring theme 


in Gilmore's life i.s that he 
keeps standing up to help 
people who are imperiled. 

It did it fighting in World 
War II. He did it in the 
civil-rights movement. Fie 
did it as head of a nonprofit 
development organization 
focused on creating jobs ( 
and hope in Boston. 

The book reads like an 
action thriller. “The book 
describes history," Katzeff 
said. “But I want people to 
feel they can't put the bo<ik 
down once they start to 
read." 

The book does that by 
telling hair-raising stories. 
Some are about Gilmore's 
combat experiences in 
World War II, when the 
Army was still officially 
segregated. The stories 
continue after the war. 
Gilmore journeyed with 
basketball star Bill Russell 
to Mississippi to test the 
newly enacted Civil Rights 
Act of 196-F. The two men 
were repeatedly threat- 
ened and nearly killed by 
gun-wielding segregation- 
ists. The book describes the 
Jason Bourne-type daring- 
do Gilmore and Russell 
resorted to stay alive.

toward creating new afford- 
able housing in town. 

In over a decade since the 
CP.A law was first enacted, 
this is something that 
Cohasset’s CPC has yet to 
fully address.

Susan Sardina who said she 
first joined the committee 
as the liaison from Cohas- 
set's Housing Authority. “If 
we want to talk the talk, we 
need to walk the walk."

district more up to speed. 

Formed last July, the 
committee consists of 
13 members - including 
Cataldo, Dugan, the dis- 
trict’s Director of Curriculum 
Louise Demas, and School 
Committee member Mary 
McGoldrick - along with 
several Cohasset teachers, 
school administrators, and 
community members who 
together have envisioned a 
digital learning plan for the 
entire district. 

Over the past six months, 
the committee has made a 
series of preliminary rec- 
ommendations for a digital 
learning plan to the School 
Committee and Superinten- 
dent at the end of January, 
and presented a request for 
investment to the Capital 
Budget Committee on Feb- 
ruary 12. 

The recommendation is 
to invest in digital learning 
technology during fiscid year 
2016; the preliminary pl:m 
includes a phased rollout 
during FYl6 and FYl7, and 
would cost approximately 
$270,000 in total capital 
investment over two years. 

Additional operating 
budget monies would need 
to be provided in order to 
ensure a successful imple- 
mentation of the digital 
learning plan in the areas 
of IT support, curriculum 
integration, and teacher 
professional development.

McCann, who are both 
seeking reelection. 

Also new to the election 
this week - and jumpstart- 
ing another race - is Lynn 
A. Doxey and Harvey L. 
Dickstein, M.D. both going 
after one three-year term on 
the Board of Health. 

Meanwhile, the race for 
Board of Selectmen seats is 
still on - witli one three-year 
term opening up and three 
canditlates vying for the spot, 
including incumbent Maitha 
Gjestebv.

Paul Schubert are also in the 
running.

These funds “allowed us 
to get footing to get started 
on the process," said Cataldo, 
crediting Dugiui for her work 
on the initiative.

With this help, the com- 
mittee spent months 
reviewing research on 1:1

Committee members also 
conducted site visits to three 
South Shore schools that 
have issued three different, 
yet successful, digital roll- 
out plans: Duxbury, Scituate, 
and Silver Lake in Kingston. 

Dugan said the committee 
chose these districts because 
"they were taking different 
approaches to their tech- 
nology plans and we anted 
to survey a range.” How- 
ever, in all three districts the 
committee noticed “several 
common themes," such as 
investing in infrastruc- 
ture before completing a

Both Scituate and Dux- 
buiy did “phased rollouts" 
of new devices. Wliile Dux- 
bury took what Dugan called 
a “Cadillac approach," issu- 
ing iPads for kindergarten 
through third grade, and 
iPads MacBook Airs for 
fourth and fifth graders as 
well as high school .students, 
Dugan pointed out that dis- 
trict also “had the benefit of 
investing in a new middle- 
high school." 

Silver Lake, meanwhile, 
took a more “conservative 
approach" with a phased 
rollout of Chromebooks to 
high school students over 
the course of four years. 

Scituate did a pilot rollout 
before launching a “Bring 
Your Own Device” (BYOD) 
initiative for fifth through 
twelfth grade. While Cohas- 
set could take a similar 
approach, Dugan e.xplained 
that equitv’ becomes tan issue. 
"This means that tlu* schools 
would need to ensure that 
every student has access 
to the same technology.
